Claims 1 and 7, the prior art does not teach or suggest a lighting system having a 
condensing lens, a circular annular reflecting mirror, and a parabolic reflector wherein 
the parabolic reflector has a circular opening positioned on the optical axis of the light 
emitting diode which directs the light away from the condensing lens and reflected light 
being received by the circular mirror which then reflects the light 180 degrees 
essentially parallel to the optical axis of the LED.
